The Rev. Dr. Jacob A. Clutz, professor of practical theology 
at the Lutheran Theological Seminary here, died at Stockholm, 
Sweden, Monday night. 
He was in his seventy-eighth year. 
“Father died last night,’’ was the message of a cablegram 
I received by relatives here this morning from Dr. Frank Clutz. 
professor at Gettysburg College, son of the veteran theologian, 
who had accompanied his father to Stockholm to attend the 
Universal Christian Conference on Life and W ork. 
Doctor Clutz’s death is believed to have been the direct re­ 
sult of the injury he received on August 24 in the Swedish capi­ 
tal. 
In company with another delegate to the conference, which 
was held from August 19 to 30, Doctor Clutz was about to cross 
j a street, when he was struck and felled by the rear end of a 
large delivery truck. 
The end of the truck, swinging around the corner, struck 
fhe veteran theologian, knocking him to the ground. 
In a semi­ 
conscious condition he was taken to a hospital, where an exami­ 
nation disclosed he was suffering from a slight fracture of the 
skull.

Of the nearly 200 children who 
I are now on tho school's rolls, about 
25 are World War orphans.

The Scotland school is the only one 
of its kind in the state. 
It was the 
outgrowth of several institutions es­ 
tablished by Pennsylvania shortly a ft­ 
er the Civil War to care for the boys 
and girls whose fathers served in that 
war. 
The need of the various insti­ 
tutions grew less and they finally were 
consolidated into the Scotland school. 
Th is at one tim e had close to HOO chil­ 
dren, hut the number gradually drop­ 
ped. 
Now there are about 120 boys 
and HO girls. 
Among them are about 
15 Civil War veterans’ children. 
The 
fathers of most of those now in the 
school served in tthe Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. 
The children range in age from six 
years to IO with a few up to 18 years 
old 
The courses include a 
college 
preparatory, commercial and manual 
training and in the latter there is op­ 
portunity for boys to learn printing, 
woodworking, machinery and similar) 
trades. 
The girls are taught sewing 
and dressmaking. The school includes I 
a farm of more than 150 acres and; 
tho students aid in the work there. 
Colonel C. B. Smathers, who saw 
service in the World 
War, 
is 
now 
superintendent. 
He 
has 
been 
in 
charge about a year and Governor 
Pinchot, after a recent inspection, de­ 
clared he has raised standards and j 
improved conditions greatly since he 
assumed the management. 
He has 
obtained two college scholarships, to 
be awarded each year to two students 
who complete their courses at Scot­ 
land.
